education. 

Howard Metcalfe, the 
chair of the new compa¬ 
ny, stressed it wanted to 
strike while the iron was 
hot.

lifetime opportunity. It is 
Barry’s last chance to 
create an iconic attrac¬ 
tion on the Island. 

“It would be heart¬ 
breaking to see the site 
wasted on a third-class 
development. But we 
can’t rely on others to 
aim high for the Island, 
the community has to 
step up and take a lead.” 

The new partnership 
aims to secure what it 
says would be a “world- 
class development” to 
transform the image of 
the seaside resort. 

The company adds 
that it is developing pro¬ 
posals “to create a hub of 
year-round, all-weather 
attractions, to provide 
sustainable jobs and 
recreational opportuni¬ 
ties”. 

The first project for 
the group is the rebuild¬ 
ing of Barry Island’s 
tidal paddling pool in 
Whitmore Bay. 

The partnership is 


chaired by Howard 
Metcalfe, a local busi¬ 
nessman and 
Commodore of Barry 
Yacht Club. Fellow 
directors include Paul 
Haley, chair of Pride in 
Barry, Andy Green a 
local resident and author 
on creative thinking and 
brand public relations; 
Lee Waters, national 
director of the sustain¬ 
able transport charity 
Sustrans, and also chair 
of governors at Barry 
Island Primary School, 
and Janet Hayward and 
Ty Golding, the school’s 
headteacher and deputy 
headteacher. 

@BarryIsland’s pro¬ 
posals include the build¬ 
ing of ‘Ysgol Y Mor’ - a 
school of the sea - both 
for its own pupils and for 
visiting schools from all 
over the UK. 

If the company’s 
vision is successful, the 
school will occupy just 
two acres of the 11-acre 
site, with plans for visi¬ 
tor attractions, such as a 
sea life centre, tourist 
accommodation, leisure 


and community facilities. 

The group points out 
that the Vale Council has 
been marketing the site 
for several years since 
the holiday camp closed 
in 1998, without success. 

The new partnership 
intends to submit its out¬ 
line plans to the Vale 
Council in the New Year. 

It is planning to hold a 
series of consultation 
events in the near future, 
inviting everyone in 
Barry to submit their 
ideas for the develop¬ 
ment. 

Mr Metcalfe added: 
“We are determined that 
this once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity is not squan¬ 
dered when we have a 
realistic, viable, and sus¬ 
tainable plan to create a 
world-class development. 

“If we get this right, 
we can transform Barry 
Island and we hope the 
Vale Council will recog¬ 
nise the potential of 
working with us to create 
a better future.”

Charities issue appeals 
after being hit by thieves 


TWO well known 
charities are redou¬ 
bling fundraising 
efforts - after being 
the target of mean 
thieves in Barry. 

The Barry Dock 
Lifeboat had a vital 
piece of equipment 
stolen, and The Mind 
Shop in Cadoxton was 
also broken into and 
clothes were stolen. 

A ‘signalling 
transponder’, which is 
used in training exercis¬ 
es by the RNLI lifeboat, 
was cut free from a 
dummy out in the 
Bristol Channel. 

Hugh Davies, the 


Cox’n, said: “This was 
a despicable act. The 
transponder is of no use 
to anyone as it only 
transmits on a certain 
frequency.” 

Colin Davies, a 
retired crewman at 
Barry Dock Lifeboat, 
has decided to try to 
raise just over £800 to 
replace the stolen 
transponder. If anyone

The Mind Shop in 
Main Street issued an 
urgent appeal for dona¬ 
tions, after it was bro¬ 
ken into over the week¬ 
end of November 13-14. 


A spokeswoman said: 
“Two back doors were 
smashed to gain access 
and items were stolen. 

“We have really 
been struggling lately 
and were forced to shut 
the shop for a week, 
which cost us £470 in 
lost takings.

The maritime 
history of 
Barry town 


MR DAVID 
SIMPSON, our 
speaker at the last 
meeting, was not 
born in Barry, but 
he informed the 
Forum that he con¬ 
sidered the town to 
be unique, mainly 
because of the role 
played by its 
mariners and citi¬ 
zens during World 
War 11. 

David firmly 
believes that in the early 
1940s the town was in 
huge measure responsi¬ 
ble for the U.K. not sur¬ 
rendering to Nazi 
Germany, whose sub¬ 
marines were attempting 
to blockade the country. 

The convoy system 
during that conflict pro¬ 
vided vital life-lines to 
keep the country func¬ 
tioning against a ruth¬ 
less enemy. It is 
thought that well over 
180 merchant ships 
from Barry were 
attacked and sunk by U 
Boats during this terri¬ 
ble period. Barry lost 
more merchant sailors 
than any other British 
port did. Even during 
the so called ‘Phoney 
War’ two ships, on aver¬ 
age, were being lost 
every day. 

One mother lost three 
of her sons and nearly 
80 men were killed from 
Queen Street and 
Princess Street alone. 

As Prime Minister 
Churchill said: “The 
Battle of the Atlantic 
was the dominant factor 


in the War.” 

There are, however, 
no memorials in the 
ocean and, as Mr. 
Simpson reminded us, it 
is now so important for 
those responsible for 
educating the young to 
acquaint themselves 
with the historical facts 
about the famous port of 
Barry, and to pass them 
on to the children in 
their charge. 

The remarkable histo¬ 
ry of Barry is all the 
more incredible when it 
is realised that some 130 
years ago the town did 
not exist, until David 
Davies had the vision to 
create a deep water har¬ 
bour to the side of a 
small island. From an 
estimated 30 residents in 
the area before construc¬ 
tion commenced the 
population rose to 
13,000 by 1901. 

In 1913, Barry was 
the largest coal port in 
the world. The scene 
was set for the heroic 
role the town was to 
play in the last World 
War. 

At the next meeting, 
Alan Underhill will be 
speaking on ‘Germany’s 
Dunkirk. ’ Meetings are 
held every Thursday at 
10:30 in the hall of the 
United Reformed 
Church, Barry.

Hard of hearing 
group call for 
lip-reading scheme

MEMBERS of the Penarth 
Hard of Hearing group were at 
the Senedd recently, along with 
leading deaf charities to petition 
for a lip-reading strategy to help 
many of the 480,000 - or 1 in 7 
- people affected by acquired 
hearing loss. 

They met Plaid regional AM Chris 
Franks, who said: “It was a pleasure 
to meet with members of the Penarth 
Hard of Hearing Group. They raised 
a number of issues, such as the lack 
of working hearing loops in the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council committee 
rooms 

“We also discussed the need for a 


substantial increase in the number of 
lip-reading classes in Wales. At the 
moment, there are only 19 across the 
country. 

“Lip-reading can be a life-chang¬ 
ing tool for people with acquired 
hearing loss who make up a signifi¬ 
cant minority of Welsh society. 

“Plaid believes we should work 
together to dramatically improve 
access to lip-reading classes so that 
all those who can benefit from the 
skill do.”

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Chill wind of cuts blows 
across the Vale - as father 


pleads for ‘the vulnerable’

A MAN from 
Llantwit Major 
attending a protest 
outside the Civic 
Offices in Barry last 
week, spoke pas¬ 
sionately in support 
of Vale families who 
face cuts in their 
respite care. 

In freezing conditions 
on November 25, cam¬ 
paigners gathered on 
Holton Road to voice 
their opposition to reduc¬ 
tions in overnight care for 
disabled children and 
youngsters with special 
needs at the Ty Robin 
Goch centre in Cadoxton. 

Among them was Mr 
Ron Jenkins, from 
Llantwit Major, who has 
experienced the daily 
struggle faced by families 
who need the vital breath¬ 
ing space of respite care. 

Mr Jenkins told The 
GEM: “I had a disabled 
son called Huw, who was 
27 years old, and sadly 
died this year. 

“Families with dis¬ 
abled youngsters have to 
battle for everything. 

“Being a carer is a 24/7 
occupation and carers are 
not able to switch off. 
Respite enables them to 
cope - if they don’t get 
the necessary respite, it 
can impact on the health 


of the carer. Cuts should¬ 
n’t start at this level of 
need, they should start at 
the top. 

“What it means is that 
they are targeting the 
most vulnerable. 

“Mr Cameron says we 
are in this together, but I 
don’t think we are.” 

Mr Jenkins said that 
during Huw’s life, respite 
provisions at Jane Hodge, 
near Cowbridge, and at 
Danygraig in Porthcawl 
had both closed. 

Eventually, respite 
took place in the family 
home - and he and his 
wife Sue had to go out to 
get a much-needed break. 

He said: “The Vale has 
a history of lost opportu¬ 
nities for respite, and 
there are now fewer 
places available.” 

Mr Jenkins said other 
areas of council expendi¬ 
ture should be looked at 
for savings, adding that 
one of the judgements on 
any society was how it 
looked after particularly 
vulnerable people. 

Angela Thomas from 
Dinas Powys, one of the 
organisers of the protest, 
has a 12-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Romana, who is 
autistic. Her respite ses¬ 
sions at Ty Robin Goch 
have been reduced from 
three days a month to 
two. Angela said: “Our 


protest started at 12noon 
and ran for three hours. 
Over that period of time 
we’ve had about 50 sup¬ 
porters. 

“We’ve collected 
around 250 to 300 more 
signatures for our petition 
- 99 per cent of people 
we’ve approached have 
signed it. Our aim is sim¬ 
ple: to overturn any cuts.” 

Another protester was 
Hasina Kaderbhai, a rep¬ 
resentative of the Parents’ 
Association. She 

explained: “There is a 
desperate need for respite 
and any cut will affect 
parents or carers. 

“At a time like this, we 
need to get our voice 
heard at a high level.” 

Another protester 

pointed out that the staff 
at Ty Robin Goch devel¬ 
oped such good relation¬ 
ships with the youngsters 
that it gave parents peace 
of mind to know they 
were being looked after 
by someone who knew 
them. 

So far, campaigners 
have gathered 2,100 sig¬ 
natures by people sympa¬ 
thetic to their plight. 

The Vale Council com¬ 
missions Action for 
Children to operate Ty 
Robin Goch, which is a 
residential short breaks 


service. The council 
argues that with national 
reductions in levels of 
public spending, social 
services must make sav¬ 
ings in the current finan¬ 
cial year, and that has had 
an impact on all of the 
service’s areas. 

Prior to a scrutiny 
committee meeting, 

Gareth Jenkins, the head 
of children and young 
people services at the 
Vale Council, had 
explained: 

“The actual reduction 
at Ty Robin Goch is clo¬ 
sure of the service on 
three weekday 

evenings/nights during 
school term time only, for 
the remainder of this 
financial year. 

“This ensures that the 
service is fully opera¬ 
tional over weekends and 
throughout school holi¬ 
day periods. 

“Existing service users 
have all had a reduction 
in the level of support 
offered, by an average of 
one night per month.” 

On Monday evening, 
November 29, the cuts at 
Ty Robin Goch were dis¬ 
cussed at a Vale Council 
social care scrutiny com¬ 
mittee. 

Coun Richard Bertin 
said: “Clearly the fami¬ 


lies are not happy with 
the proposed cut to Ty 
Robin Goch so I asked 
for scrutiny to have a 
look at the decision with 
the hope of getting it 
reversed.” 

“I am glad this matter 
was discussed. 

“It was suggested that 
the authority will try to 
find the £39,000 made as 
a cut to put the service 
back to its original level 
and I certainly hope they 
do, because there is no 
way vulnerable people 
should suffer.” 

Following the meet¬ 
ing, Gareth Jenkins, the 
head of children and 
young people's services, 
said the council fully 
acknowledged the impor¬ 
tance of support services 
for disabled children and 
their families. 

He stressed: “Demand 
for services is growing 
and at the same time, the 
pressures on public 
spending are increasing. 

“The council provides 
a range of short breaks 
for families, from leisure 
activities and play 
schemes through to foster 
carers in the community, 
and the residential provi¬ 
sion at Ty Robin Goch. 

“Offering a range of 
different types of service 
ensures that the individ¬

ual needs of children and 
families are more easily 
met.” 

Mr Jenkins went on: 
“This matter was dis¬ 
cussed fully at the 
scrutiny committee. The 
original proposal for 
service reduction at Ty 
Robin Goch was intend¬ 
ed to be implemented 
from April, but for a 


number of reasons this 
did not happen as 
planned. As a result, the 
reduction for the 
remainder of this finan¬ 
cial year has been higher 
than originally pro¬ 
posed. 

“Scrutiny committee 
confirmed that the coun¬ 
cil will give urgent con¬ 
sideration to identifying 


resources to ensure the 
original level of reduc¬ 
tion is able to be applied 
for the remainder of the 
financial year. 

“This will clearly 
involve ongoing negoti¬ 
ations with Action for 
Children, who are com¬ 
missioned by the 
Council to provide the 
Ty Robin Goch service.”

Wf HilffRUI 
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Budget for Wales shows 
that Assembly means to 
make your money count 


A FORTNIGHT 
ago, I tabled our 
draft budget for 
Wales for 2011-12 
based on a difficult 
financial settlement 
resulting in a capi¬ 
tal and revenue cut 
of £1.8 billion by 
2014-15, as a result 
of the UK 
Government’s 
Spending Review. 

The 40 per cent cut 
to our capital budget 
which provides the 
funding for our schools, 
hospitals, transport and 
housing programmes is 
a particular blow. 

These figures can’t 
be looked at in isola¬ 
tion, if we consider the 
wider economic and 
social challenges we 
face in Wales. We need 
a robust capital pro¬ 
gramme to help revive 
our economy. 

The failure to grant 
the rail electrification 
investment was another 
bitter blow, as expressed 
by business as well as 
government in Wales. 

We are also con¬ 
cerned about the social 
impact of the £18 bil¬ 
lion welfare benefit cuts 
which disability groups 
have described as a 
‘double whammy’ 
recognising that Wales 
has the highest number 
of people in the UK 
receiving incapacity 
benefit and disability 
living allowance. 

That is why we are 
testing the impact of our 
draft budget to assess 
the impact on children, 
older people, people 
who are out of work 
and low income fami¬ 
lies and to see how we 
can mitigate the worst 
impacts of the welfare 
benefit cuts. 

That is why we have 
sought to develop a 
budget for Wales which 
gives priority to helping 
those people who will 
be hit hardest and seeks 
to build some resilience 
in our economy and in 
the provision of vital 
services on which peo¬ 
ple depend. 

We take our responsi¬ 
bilities seriously, we 
will play our part in 
bringing down the UK 
deficit and we have 
been determined that 
the budget should be 
principled and fair. So 
our budget has sought 
to: 

• Protect front-line 
services and the vulner¬ 
able, 

• Promote fairness 
and equality, 

• Support the eco¬ 
nomic recovery, 

• Protect our commu¬ 
nities. 

How can we do this? 
The first priority is to 
protect our health and 
social services.This is 
the only budget which 
will not be reduced and 
the budget for NHS 
delivery - by far the 
largest budget line in 
the NHS - will actually 
increase next year by 
£35 million. 

Also the settlement 
we have given to local 
government means that 
the social services 


budget will grow by 
three per cent over the 
next three years with 
£35 million more for 
social services allocated 
directly to local authori¬ 
ties by 2013-14. 

We have also sought 
to protect budgets for 
schools by one per cent 
above the changes to 
the Welsh budget over¬ 
all. Budgets for schools 
and skills, both within 
our own education 
department in the 
Assembly Government 
and in what we allocate 
to local authorities will 
grow by almost five per 
cent over the next three 
years. 

This means we can 
continue to roll out the 
foundation phase and 
increase our investment 
in Flying Start for the 
children and families in 
our most disadvantaged 
communities. 

Also educational 
maintenance allowances 
are protected and help 
for students extended. 

At the public servic¬ 
es summit in Cardiff 
last week attended by 
all our local authorities, 
the NHS, police, volun¬ 
tary sector and public 
service partners, I said 
that we know that peo¬ 
ple value our public 
services and it is only 
through effective and 
joined up working of all 
our public services that 
we have a credible pub¬ 
lic sector, supporting 
people when they need 
it. 

But we also know 
that protecting any one 
area at the expense of 
others can have unin¬ 
tended consequences. 
You can’t cut social 
services without having 
a knock on effect on 
health services. 

You can’t cut housing 
without having an 
impact on health and 
educational attainment. 

The budget plans we 
published take as a 
starting point the fact 
that all of us will rely 
on public services at 
some time in our lives 
and maintaining the 
quality and effective¬ 
ness of those public 
services is important. 

We also know that 
universal benefits have 
wide impacts and are 
valuable in their own 
right which is why we 
are maintaining them. 

I always remember 
the constituent who told 
me that the free pre¬ 
scription she was enti¬ 
tled to in Wales helped 
her get back into work, 
although she had a 
chronic health condi¬ 
tion.

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‘Serious breach of trust’ - court told 


Mother escapes 
jail after £7,900 
employer theft 


A former reception¬ 
ist at a Barry hotel 
has walked free 
from Cardiff 
Crown Court, after 
she admitted steal¬ 
ing more than 
£7,900 from her 
employers. 

The crime came to 
light when the fraud 
department of 

Barclaycard contacted 
the Mount Sorrell Hotel 
because of 39 suspi¬ 
cious refunds on the 
hotel account to the 
account of Susannah 
Hurlestone. 

Hurlestone (31) of 
Penarth, admitted a 
charge of fraud before 
Vale Magistrates and 
was committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

She was jailed for six 
months, the sentence 
suspended for 12

months and ordered to 
undertake 50 hours 
unpaid work for the 
community. 

No compensation 
order was made. 

Recorder Lloyd 
Williams, QC, said 
Hurlestone deserved to 
go to prison but he was 
not going to deprive her 
young child of a mother. 

“You transferred 
money from a company 
credit card to your own 
account. The offence 
only came to light 
because of the vigilance 
of Barclaycard. This 
was a serious offence, 
you committed it by 
using your knowledge 
of the financial system.”

100 local homes 
are repossessed 

ALMOST 100 families in the Vale and 
Bridgend have had their homes re-pos- 
sessed during the past quarter. 

Figures released by the Ministry of Justice 
reveal that between June and September, 40 pos¬ 
session orders were granted by the courts for prop¬ 
erties in the Vale and 55 for properties in Bridgend. 

However, these figures are 20 per cent down on 
last year and reflect the new package agreed with 
mortgage lenders designed to keep re-possessions 
to a minimum.

Anger, but councillor says... 

‘The Rhoose Point 
call-in was right’ 


A GROUP of 
Rhoose Point resi¬ 
dents are up in 
arms after the latest 
Yale Council plans 
to pave the way for 
the adoption of the 
estate were called in 
by a scrutiny meet¬ 
ing.

Decisions 
made about Rhoose have 
major financial implica¬ 
tions for local residents 
and also the rest of the 
Vale.” 


He added: “I gather 
some people are claim¬ 
ing that it has delayed 
the process. I would 
point out that call-in 
holds up the process for 
a mere two weeks. 

“Nothing has hap¬ 
pened since the call-in, 
and that is a matter for 
the Vale Council and its 
local members, - Coun 
Gordon Kemp and Coun 
Jeff James.”

HO in the 
Vale 
Council 
decided that 
Rhoose Point did 
not deserve its 
sports field, and 
when did they 
make the decision? 

Planning permission 
was granted for the 
Rhoose Point develop¬ 
ment on the basis of 
planning gain for the 
community. 

Outline planning per¬ 
mission, the detailed 
design brief and the sec¬ 
tion 106 agreement 
between the developers 
and the council all talk 
about a sports field. 

Talk is cheap, so now 
there is a large flat space 
for a sports field, teams 
are queuing up to use the 
existing pitches, but a 
sports field there is 
none. 

The developers 
(Cofton) coughed up 
their contribution of 
£55,000 towards the cost 
of the changing rooms in 
2001. This money 
belongs to the communi¬ 
ty and is protected by 
the terms of the section 
106 agreement, so it 
ONLY can be used 
towards the cost of 
building changing 
rooms. 

This is the money 
Coun Jeff James and 
Gordon Kemp now want 
to use for a CCTV 
examination of the 
sewage system that the 
council was meant to be 
overseeing when it was 
built by Cofton. 


Yes, they really will 
be pouring our commu¬ 
nity money down the 
drain to find out how big 
their problem is. 

So, will the council be 
providing the Rhoose 
Point sports field and 
changing rooms? 

The council sat on the 
cash for NINE YEARS, 
and could not summon 
the will to put up a set of 
goal posts. If they could 
not progress a sports 
field when they had 
some money for facili¬ 
ties, what credibility will 
their plans have when 
there is no money? 

Like the Mad Hatter’s 
Tea Party, it is always 
jam tomorrow with plan¬ 
ning gain in Rhoose, or 
in other terms “After the 
next housing estate goes 
up”. 

Jeff and Gordon have 
big plans for the land on 
the other side of the rail¬ 
way line (Public Art! My 
heart brims with joy) but 
for Rhoose Point... 
nothing. 

Instead, once the sec¬ 
tion 106 agreement pro¬ 
tecting community space 
in Rhoose Point is torn 
up, the developers (the 
new incarnation of our 
old friends Cofton) will 
have the green light to 
develop the Western 
Quarry. 

Rhoose, watch this 
space, there is another 
housing estate heading 
for it.

Pipes burst at hospital 


THE day surgery unit at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital was 
disrupted on Monday, because 
of burst pipes caused by freez¬ 
ing temperatures.

“In the meantime, maintenance staff 
are hard at work repairing the heating 
system and replacing the malfunction¬ 
ing equipment. This work is expected 
to take until the end of the week.”

Running Post Offices 
on a mutual, co-opera¬ 
tive type structure, is 
ideal, as it allows 
employees, sub-postmas¬ 
ters and communities get 
a greater say in how the 
company is run - the 
Big Society in action.

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Councils start counting the 
pennies, as the Assembly 
hands over this year’s cash 


IT WAS a tale of 
two borough coun¬ 
cils last week when 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the 
Vale Council dis¬ 
covered how much 
cash they would 
receive this year 
from the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government 
(WAG). 

BCBC received 
almost £30 million more 
or, to put the figure 
another way, £121 per 
person more than the 
Vale. 

Local Government 
Minister Carl Sargeant 
revealed that Bridgend 
would get £179 million 
(£1,309 per person), and 
that the Vale would get 
£150 million (£1,188 per 
person). 

Bridgend has always 
received a larger per 
capita grant, and this is 
usually attributed to the 
fact that the borough has 


more deprivation. 

Both councils will 
also get extra cash to 
support capital projects, 
with £7.8 million going 
to BCBC and £6.7 mil¬ 
lion to the Vale. 

They will also receive 
specific grants to sup¬ 
port a range of activities, 
including early years 
and post-16 education, 
refuse disposal and recy¬ 
cling. 

Carl Sargeant said “I 
am increasing slightly 
the cash funding of local 
authorities over the 
three-year period. This 
is in stark contrast to the 
position in England, 
where local government 
core funding shows a 
decrease of 2.3 per cent 
on a like for like basis. 

“To protect schools, 
there is an increase in 
funding for education of 
around £61 million over 
the three-year period. 

“I am confident that 
local authority man¬ 
agers, trade unions and 
those at the front line of 
services will rise to the 
challenge.”

Coun Mel Nott, the 
Leader of BCBC, said: 
“The current economic 
situation is placing huge 
amounts of pressure on 
all councils, and I want 
to reassure residents 
throughout Bridgend 
county borough that we 
will be aiming to deliver 
a budget that protects 
front line services. 

“We are currently 
examining the fine detail 
and it is too early to say 
what impact it will have, 
but some hard choices 
are going to be unavoid¬ 
able. 

“However, I am opti¬ 
mistic about the various 
efficiency measures that 
we have already put in 
place and opportunities 
for partnership working 
that we are developing, 
and believe that they 
will be of huge benefit.” 

The Labour/Plaid 
coalition’s decision was 
praised by the Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 


Vale of Glamorgan, Dr 
Ian Johnson. 

He pointed out that 
the Vale Council’s budg¬ 
et will be cut by just 1.7 
per cent next year, com¬ 
pared to a cut of more 
than 7 per cent in 
England. 

He said: “The Welsh 
Government has done 
well to keep a reason¬ 
able and manageable 
local government settle¬ 
ment in the face of 
severe cuts from the 
Conservative-led gov¬ 
ernment at Westminster. 

“Given the scale of 
the cuts being passed on 
to Wales and the contin¬ 
ued failure to provide 
fair funding for Wales, 
the Vale Council must 
congratulate the Welsh 
Government on this set¬ 
tlement, and do its best 
to continue to provide 
the same level of serv¬ 
ice, rather than use this 
as an excuse to make 
cuts to services.” 

The leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, said: “It is, to say 
the least, disappointing 


Cuts drive joint working by councils 


THE budget pres¬ 
sures caused by the 
new government’s 
cuts have led 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the Vale 
Council to start look¬ 
ing at whether joint 
working could save 
cash. 


The idea has been 
considered several times 
in recent years, but now 
cabinet members on the 
two councils are likely 
to approve a “memoran¬ 
dum of understanding”. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
the leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “The Vale 
is collaborating with a 
number of Welsh coun¬ 


cils, including our 
neighbours in Bridgend. 

“Our principal audi¬ 
tor is already jointly 
managing the Vale and 
Bridgend’s audit servic¬ 
es. 

“If the memorandum 
of understanding is 
approved by both coun¬ 
cils, in the future we 
could see more joint 
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staff appointments, the 
sharing of specialist 
skills and joint procure¬ 
ment. 

“The memorandum 
of understanding will 
formalise the work 
being undertaken by 
ourselves and Bridgend. 
It will also encourage 
officers in both councils 
to develop opportunities 
for collaboration. 

“Of course, there will 
need to be a business 
case for all joint work¬ 
ing projects, demon¬ 
strating that collabora¬ 
tion will produce sav¬ 
ings and other benefits, 
such as protecting and 
improving services for 
the residents of the Vale 
and Bridgend.” 

Coun Mel Nott, the 
leader of BCBC, added: 
“Collaboration is 
undoubtedly the future 
for local government in 
Wales, not only between 
the 22 councils, but 
with other public sector 
bodies as well. 

“This proposed mem¬ 
orandum of understand¬ 
ing underlines our joint 
commitment to working 
in a more efficient, 
innovative and ‘can-do’ 
way which can only be 
to the benefit of all our 
residents in Bridgend 
county borough and the 
Vale.” 

Service heads from 
both councils will meet 
to discuss the most 
appropriate areas for 
potential joint delivery 
in the future. 

The memorandum of 
understanding details 
several areas where 
joint services could be 
considered initially: 
these include trading 
standards, electoral reg¬ 
istration and the youth 
offending service. 


that Ian Johnson 
believes that local 
authorities would wish 
to make cuts to services. 
None of the Welsh lead¬ 
ers I have spoken to 
would wish to do so, but 
we must take into 
account the reduction in 
the settlement. 

“What is happening 
in England is not rele¬ 
vant to Welsh Local 
Government. What is 
relevant is the reduction 
in the funding we 
receive. In cash terms, 
for the Vale, this means a 
reduction of £2.6 mil¬ 
lion. The settlement 
from WAG varies from 
an increase of 0.1% to a 
decrease of 1.7%, with 
the Vale receiving a 
1.7% reduction. 

“In addition, inflation 
is currently running at 
3.2% and although it is 
predicted that this will 
fall to 2% by next year, 
this would still mean an 
effective reduction of 
3.7%. On top of this the 
council faces increased 
demand for its services, 
particularly social care. 

“The Vale Council 
faces some very difficult 
decisions both in regard 
to services and the level 
of council tax, and while 
every effort will be 
made to protect services, 
this is not always possi¬ 
ble,” he warned. 


Ex-quarter master 
sold military gear 
on eBay website 


A FORMER Army 
quartermaster was 
ordered last week 
to pay back more 
than £6,000 he 
made on eBay - 
from selling mili¬ 
tary gear meant for 
frontline soldiers. 

Ex-paratrooper 
Sergeant Allan Peet (41), 
used the auction website 
to sell boots, rucksacks 
and rations plundered 
from Ministry of 
Defence stores. 

Peet, who served in 
Iraq, Sierra Leone, 
Kosovo, and Northern 
Ireland, sold the MoD 
issue gear to outdoor 
enthusiasts. 

Judge Patrick Curran 
QC on Friday ordered 
Peet to pay £6,628 under 
the Proceeds of Crime 
Act - or face three 
months in jail. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
was told Peet came to 
the attention of the 
authorities after military 
issue equipment was 
spotted online. 

Prosecutor David 
Webster said: “The items 
involved are day sacks 
and military issue 
footwear. They are not 
available to members of 
the public. 

“They are sold exclu¬ 
sively by the Ministry of 
Defence and when they 


were noticed on eBay an 
investigation started.” 

Mr Webster said the 
seller’s ID on eBay was 
traced to Peet’s home in 
Bridgend, and his house 
and garage were 
searched. 

The court was told 
Gore-tex Wet Weather 
boots and specialist mil¬ 
itary rucksacks were 
found. 

Mr Webster said the 
items had been stolen 
from RAF St Athan, just 
15 miles from Peet’s 
home. 

The court heard that 
Peet had sold 168 ruck¬ 
sacks on eBay for up to 
£41 each. Another 39 
sacks were found at his 
home. 

Mr Webster said: “He 
had been selling military 
boots; some pairs were 
found at his home - it 
seems he sold 64 pairs. 

“Peet said the items 
that he sold he’d pur¬ 
chased from a car boot 
sale in another part of 


the country. He denied 
knowing they were 
stolen - but that must 
have been as plain as 
day.” 

Peet, who served in 
the army for 23 years, 
pleaded guilty to han¬ 
dling stolen goods. He 
joined the army in 1981, 
but was given an hon¬ 
ourable discharge in 
2004. Since then, he has 
volunteered to train 
future cadets and 
worked as a paid instruc¬ 
tor. 

Kevin Seal, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He was an 
exemplary soldier in all 
respects. He had been 
stupid and naive by put¬ 
ting the equipment on 
eBay. It was not sophis¬ 
ticated and it was easy to 
track back to him.” 

Peet was handed a 
10-month suspended 
sentence, and ordered to 
pay £1,000 costs, and 
undertake 250 hours 
unpaid work.

E.coli victim’s mother vows 
to continue ‘fight for justice’ 


Orthopaedic 
consultant at 
Number 10 


THE mother of a 
child killed by the 
deadly E.coli bug 
slammed his 
inquest verdict 
last week and 
vowed to “fight on 
for justice” for her 
dead son. 

Gwent coroner David 
Bowen brought in a 
neutral narrative verdict 
on the death of Mason 
Jones at an inquest in 
Newport. 

Despite strong words 
underlining that he had 
died from eating con¬ 


taminated meat in 
school dinners, the 
coroner said he was 
unable to record a ver¬ 
dict of unlawful killing. 

Mason’s mother, 
Sharon Mills spoke of 
her “disappointment” 
that the man she regards 
as directly responsible 
for her son’s death was 
not publicly branded as 
such. 

Mason, of Deri, near 
Bargoed, died after con¬ 
tracting the deadly 
0157 strain of E.coli in 
September 2005. 

The outbreak struck 


44 schools in the south 
Wales valleys and 
became the second 
biggest to hit the UK by 
the time it had run its 
course. 

Butcher William 
Tudor, 58, put cash 
before hygiene for years 
and may have caused 
other food poisoning 
outbreaks, the inquest 
heard. 

As the owner of John 
Tudor and Son, based at 
Bridgend Industrial 
Estate, he supplied meat 
to dozens of schools 
and residential homes 


for the elderly. He was 
jailed for one year at 
Cardiff Crown Court in 
2007 after admitting six 
counts of placing unsafe 
food on the market and 
one of failing to protect 
food against the risk of 
contamination. 

His underhand prac¬ 
tices were so habitual 
he bought cheap frozen 
New Zealand mutton 
and passed it off as 
prime Welsh lamb. 

Staff who brought 
him rotten meat unfit 
for consumption were 
told to “mince it up” 


and use it in faggots. 

Mr Bowen described 
the catalogue of lax 
hygiene practices at the 
butcher’s Bridgend 
plant as “horrific fail¬ 
ings”. 

He added: “Mason’s 
death was the result of 
an E.coli infection prob¬ 
ably due to the con¬ 
sumption of cooked 
meat, which had 
become contaminated 
during the course of 
preparation due to a dis¬ 
regard for good food 
hygiene practices.'” 

He went on to call for 
an urgent review of the 
way food hygiene rules 
are enforced and urged 
more frequent unan¬ 
nounced visits to prem¬ 
ises. 


Tudor, who was aware 
his lax hygiene prac¬ 
tices could potentially 
kill, could not be prose¬ 
cuted for manslaughter. 

“The law does not do 
enough to protect the 
public from rogue 
traders like him,” she 
said. 

She said until the law 
protecting the public 
against such rogue 
traders was toughened 
up, the same could hap¬ 
pen again. 

“My heart is broken 
and my life has changed 
considerably since this 
happened,” she added. 

“I will carry on with 
my campaign for as 
long as needs be. E.coli 
is never going away.”

How using a virtual PC 
can benefit the real one! 


WHAT would you 
do if someone 
offered you a free 
computer? Read 
on... 

When Chris gave his 
talk about home net¬ 
works, he needed to 
show how things worked 
on Windows 7 comput¬ 
ers and on those still run¬ 
ning Windows XP. 

For this he needed 
two computers, one of 
which was a virtual 
computer installed as a 
free download from 
Microsoft. 

Quite a few members 
are still reluctant to 
upgrade to Windows 7, 
some on the basis of cost 
and some because they 
don’t want to lose their 
familiar programmes if 
Windows 7 will not run 
them. 

Chris pointed out that 
this reluctance is much 
magnified for companies 
that have hundreds of 
computers to upgrade. 

Companies might pay 


extra for Windows 7 
Professional in order to 
get a feature called (EXP 
Mode, designed specifi¬ 
cally to enable pro¬ 
grammes written for XP 
to be used without diffi¬ 
culty. 

For most personal 
users, Windows 7 Home 
Premium Edition is per¬ 
fectly adequate except 
for running some appli¬ 
cations written for XP - 
this is where a virtual PC 
comes in handy. 

It is a programme, not 
a physical computer and 
your computer will not 
know the difference as it 
can understand only the 
figures 0 and 1 ( it’s 
dumb, but really, really 
fast!). 

The programme can 
be installed and run just 
like any other. 

The trick is that it 
takes charge of some of 
the physical machine’s 
memory and storage 
capacity, and sees it and 
uses it as if it was a sep¬ 
arate physical machine.

Bear in mind that the 
virtual PC is free, but 
you will need a licence 
for the operating system 
you put onto it; but if 
you upgrade from 
Windows XP to 
Windows 7, then you 
already have a licence to 
cover XP on your virtual 
machine. 

Chris went though the 
process of setting up a 
virtual PC. 

There are wizards to 
take you through the 
various steps and to 
advise on how much 
memory and hard disk 
space to allocate. 

This is important 
because the allocations 
will not be available to 
your main machine 
while the virtual 
machine is running.

the internal e-mail sys¬ 
tem.

The November 17 
cabinet meeting was pre¬ 
sented with some of the 
ideas (about 20) together 
with the senior officers’ 
response.

The panel says that 
this is being investigat¬ 
ed, and that an update is 
due soon.

Regional AM receives winter 
grit pledge from Vale Council 


REGIONAL Plaid Cymru AM Chris 
Franks says the Vale Council is confident 
there will be enough road salt for the 
winter. 

Mr Franks contacted the authority to seek assur¬ 
ances about salt stock levels. 

Geoffrey Cox, the cabinet member for visible 
and building services, told him: “The level of salt 
stock previously held was 2,500 tonnes and this 
was supplemented by deliveries throughout the 
winter season. This is the capacity of our under¬ 
cover salt bam at the Alps depot. 

“As difficulties were experienced last winter in 
receiving deliveries due to high demand across the 


county, a decision was taken to increase stock for 
this winter. 

“We have made an additional area available for 
storage and now have a total of 4,600 tonnes of salt 
in stock. This is in the order of 20 per cent more 
than the total amount used in 2009-10.” 

Councillor Cox told Mr Franks that the authority 
also had a provisional order for its supplier for a 
further 500 tonnes, which is expected during 
January 2011. 

Mr Franks said he was pleased with the assur¬ 
ances.

Tobias, aged 6, is at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge. He was 
paralysed in a road traffic 
collision during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Fundraisers, including 
pupils at Ysgol Gwaun y 
Nant, Tobias’s former 
school, have supplied 
him with a laptop which 
enables him to keep in 
contact with friends via 
Skype. 

Tracey said: “Tobias 
really looks forward to 
communicating with his 
friends at the school 
twice a week. 

“They tend to have 
groups of four convers¬ 
ing with him at any one 
time. He does get tired 
very easily.” 

Fiona, Tobias’s mum, 
who remains at his bed¬ 
side, said that despite the 
traumatic experience, he 
continues to look to the 
future. 

“His consultant is 
pleased with his progress 
as he is physically strong 
and is sustaining himself 
with a healthy diet, with¬ 
out the need for a gastric 
tube into the stomach. 

“He loves fish, chips 


and broccoli, watermel¬ 
on, mango, sweet and 
sour chicken and his 
roast dinner with 
parsnips. 

“He has a slight cold, 
but the nurses are not 
concerned at the moment 
as he seems to be fighting 
it off. 

“Tobias has been up to 
60 per cent on the tilt 
table, and advises the 
nurses on ways to move 
him and positioning of 
his ventilator tube. 

“He is getting more 
confident with being 
moved, but occasionally 
it does get a little scary 
when the hoist moves 
unexpectedly.” 

The six-year-old has 
also started lessons. 

Fiona explained: “He 
goes down every day for 
an hour to the school on 
another ward and they 
are amazed at how clever 
he is. 

“He also enjoys buy¬ 
ing goodies at the shops 
downstairs and he carries 
them up on his lap. 

“With Christmas 
around the corner, he has 
been making Christmas 
decorations with the play 
specialist, and being 
Tobias, he has made a 
Christmas axe, complete 
with glittery jewels. 

“I have bought him a 
black Christmas tree with

Christmas tree decora¬ 
tions, that he is looking 
forward to putting it up 
soon. 

“He is also looking 
forward to starting his 
chocolate advent calan- 
der, counting down the 
days!” 

Fiona added that 
Tobias is remaining 
brave despite the obvious 
frustrations he is facing.

moted the tool and is trialling it in paediatric areas 
over the next six months. 

Staff hope that it will help improve children’s 
treatment and experience in hospital and believe it 
could help youngsters with special needs, those who 
do not speak English as a first language, and children 
with speech and language delay. 

The ‘Where Does It Hurt?’ pain communication 
aid was demonstrated to Keith Towler, the 
Children’s Commissioner for Wales, during a visit to 
Ysgol Erw’r Delyn Special School in Penarth. 

Mr Towler was impressed by the simplicity of the 
idea and felt that it could improve the experiences of 
children and young people and help them to articu¬ 
late when they are in pain. 

He said: “I had a fantastic visit to Ysgol Erw’r 
Delyn. Their work on children’s rights is truly excel¬ 
lent. 

“During my visit I also got to see the new com¬ 
munication aid which was launched today; it’s such 
a simple idea but a great one that will hopefully have 
a positive impact on the children who get to use it. I 
wish the pilot every success.” 

The co mm issioner’s visit to the special school 
was organised by the Safeguarding Children Team 
and helped to show the collaborative working 
between health and education staff. 

The new communication tool was developed 
based on a model thought up by staff at the Hollies 
Special School in Pentwyn for use with children 
with autism. 

Irene Hammond, a special school nurse said: 
“Many children can’t express their pain and the new 
tool is very simple and helps them do that.” 

Mrs Hammond explained that the tool used a 
drawing of a boy and a girl and came with body parts 
that the children would use to help identify where 
they felt pain. 

The tool can also be used to help explain to chil¬ 
dren what is happening and could be developed fur¬ 
ther to help describe treatments to young patients. 

Staff who use the tool over the six months trial 
will be asked to evaluate it and give their views. If 
successful they are hoping a private company could 
be encouraged to help develop and market the tool 
so that it can become widely used. 


NEWS FROM PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


From Barry to Boverton... 


ALTHOUGH the 
weather forecast 
was promising, 
because there had 
been previous 
heavy rainfall 
Rachel decided to 
abandon her plans 
to lead the group 
from Llantwit 
Major to 
Cowbridge and 
save that walk for 
balmier days. 

Seven walkers joined 
her at the Barry 
Waterfront and they 
made their way to 
Boverton, parking near 
Boverton Place, the 
remains of a late 
Elizabethan mansion, 
built by Roger Seys of 
Cowbridge. 

He was the Queen’s 
Attorney to the Council 
of Wales and the 
Marches in the 1590s 
and the house remained 
in the Seys family until 
the last heiress, Jane 
Seys, married Robert 
Jones of Fonmon in 
1744. 

She unfortunately 
died without leaving an 
heir and the estate fell 
into her husband’s 
hands. Jones sold the 
estate and the fixtures 
and fittings were ripped 
out. 

However, the new 
owners had no need of 
the house and as a result 
it fell into ruin. 

The group followed 
the road to Boverton 
Mill Farm and then 



towards the coast to 
Summerhouse Point, and 
as some of the assem¬ 
bled people had never 
been there, the leader 
took time to show them 
around. The day 
remained dry but a chilly 
wind was blowing. 

There is an Iron Age 
hill fort surrounding the 
Summerhouse which 
was built by the Seys 
family and has fantastic 
views across the Bristol 
Channel to the English 
coastline. 

The building was still 
inhabited until the 1920s 
and the adjoining cottage 
was occupied by the res¬ 
ident caretaker. 

The group made their 
way to the Seawatch 
centre, where they 
stopped for morning cof¬ 
fee and a slice of the 
leader’s beetroot cake. 

The Seawatch centre 
is a converted HM 
Coastguard lookout sta¬ 
tion and is now used as a 
maritime interpretation 
centre. 

Upstairs, the building 
is set out as a ship’s 
bridge and equipped 
with radio receivers, 
navigational and metro¬ 
logical instrumentation. 
The radar can be used to 


plot or find passing ships 
and the VHF radio can 
listen to communication 
between ships. A wire¬ 
less weather station was 
added in 2005 and 
records data every half 
hour. 

In 2007, two sensors 
were added, one to 
measure ultra violet radi¬ 
ation to indicate the risk 
of sunburn and secondly 
to measure solar radia¬ 
tion and the intensity of 
the sun. The weather sta¬ 
tion also measures wind 
speed, pressure, direc¬ 
tion and rainfall. 

Refreshed, it was time 
to follow the coastal 
path westwards towards 
Llantwit beach and Cwm 
Col-huw, which dates 
back to the 5th century 
when it was the site of a 
small port. 

However, this was 
abandoned in the 16th 
century after huge 
storms destroyed it and 
it was never rebuilt. 

Then they travelled on 
towards Tresilian Bay, 
stopping short at the 
Dimhole to make their 
way inland. They passed 
through fields behind 
Sheeplays Bam and con¬ 
tinued in an easterly 
direction across the 


fields towards the 
ancient stone dovecote, 
stopping for lunch in a 
sheltered field en route. 

The dovecote was part 
of the monastic grange 
that belonged to 
Tewkesbury Abbey back 
in the 13 th century. 

Doves and pigeons 
were a source of food 
during the cold winters, 
their feathers were used 
to stuff pillows and their 
droppings spread on the 
land as fertiliser. This 
lovely circular building 
has internal wooden 
platforms that were used 
to collect eggs as food. 

Following the main 
route through Llantwit 
Major, they walked the 
lane beside the cemetery 
before crossing the 
stream and making their 
way back to their cars 
and apart from sliding 
about on the coastal 
mud, all agreed this had 
been a fine walk!

opportunities and a 
pleasant location for the 
50,000 and more of us 
who already live in the 
town, not just become 
row upon row of houses. 

“Where possible, the 
£9m regeneration money 
awarded to Barry by the 
Deputy Minister for 
Regeneration, Jocelyn 
Davies, should be used 
to help business projects 
get off the ground. 

“There should be 
other opportunities 
available as well, such 
as the old Pump House 
being renovated and 
used as a Vale Heritage 
Centre. 

“We need to look at 
the whole issue of devel¬ 
opment in Barry from a 
holistic position, linking 
the Island, Waterfront 
and town centre together 
to get the best results for 
the town.” 

Dr Johnson said he 
was also concerned that 
at a time when regenera¬ 
tion was a prime issue in 
the town, that the posi¬ 
tion of town centre man¬ 
ager had been axed. 

He argued that regen¬ 
eration money wasn’t 
intended to be a substi¬ 
tute payment. 

“Economic develop¬ 
ment is very important 
for all four town centres 
in the Vale, and as we 
come out of recession, 
we need someone in post 
who can make the most 
of the opportunities for 
improving and develop¬ 


ing the town centres. 

“In Barry, regenera¬ 
tion money is intended 
to be in addition to, not 
instead of, the council 
investing in the town.” 

Coun Rhodri 

Traherne, the Vale cabi¬ 
net member for econom¬ 
ic development and 
regeneration, empha¬ 
sised that town centre 
responsibilites were still 
being dealt with, adding 
that the council was 
keen on consultation 
with local business 
through the retailers’ 
forum. 

“While the dedicated 
post of town centres 
manager has not been 
filled, the town centres 
management function 
remains and is carried 
out by other officers in 
the business develop¬ 
ment team. 

“Service areas need to 
address savings and this 
is a more cost-effective 
way of delivering the 
broad business support 
function. 

“I chaired the inaugu¬ 
ral meeting of the Vale 
of Glamorgan Retailers' 
Forum on November 23, 
which appeared to be 
most successful and 
much appreciated by the 
towns’ representatives. 

“ The Vale Council is 
committed to working 
with retailers and the 
forum is an excellent 
way of doing this so that 
we can all understand, 
appreciate and focus on 
the needs of the Vale’s 
various town centres,” 
he concluded.

CAB appeals for staff 
as demand increases 


NEW volunteers 
are needed to help 
the Vale Citizens 
Advice Bureau 
cope with increas¬ 
ing demands for 
its services. 

The recent annual 
meeting of the bureau 
heard that the number 
of new cases dealt with 
by bureau staff during 
2009-2010 soared by 
6.5 per cent to 13,000. 

Many of those who 
came looking for help 
had debt problems, and 
the bureau handled 
cases carrying a total of 
£7.6m worth of debt 
during the year. 

Vale CAB is attempt¬ 
ing to increase the 
availability of services 
and already runs suc¬ 
cessful outreaches at 
Llantwit Major, St 
Athan and Penarth, but 
expansion is dependent 
on them recruiting more 
manpower. 

“We are looking for 
at least another 20 
recruits who can be 
trained as our advisors,” 
said development man¬ 
ager Saz Willey. 

“Our volunteers 
cover a very wide age 
range, from young peo¬ 
ple hoping to broaden 
their experience prior to 
starting their careers, to 


retired people who 
enjoy keeping them¬ 
selves busy. 

“They also come 
from all sorts of back¬ 
grounds. All we ask is 
for is common sense, 
people skills and the 
ability to follow proto¬ 
cols.” 

The Vale’s main 
bureau is in Barry, but 
in recent years, they 
have started taking serv¬ 
ices back out to the 
wider community. 

Llantwit has CAB 
sessions at the youth 
centre each Monday and 
Friday from 9.30am- 
11.30am. 

Each Tuesday, a ses¬ 
sion is held at the 
Gathering Place in St 
Athan, also from 
9.30am-11.30am, and at 
West House Cottage, 
Penarth, staff are on 
hand all day Thursday, 
apart from the lunch 
hour. 

“We would like to be 
able to do some pre¬ 
booked appointments at 
Llantwit during the 
afternoons,” said Saz. 

“The recession is 
causing many problems. 
Apart from debt, our 
second biggest category 
is benefit inquiries, and 
we also deal with hous¬ 
ing, employment, re¬ 
possessions and evic¬ 
tions.” She said that all 


staff, including the vol¬ 
unteers, are comprehen¬ 
sively-trained and the 
bureau has an extensive 
data base of information 
which advisors can 
access. 

“We no longer need 
our own premises in 
different places, because 
our money would then 
be going on bricks and 
mortar. 

“We are looking for 
suitable places where 
we can have the use of 
a room. We hope to be 
able to hold some sur¬ 
geries in the new health 


centre being built in 
Cowbridge.” 

She said that staff 
needed access to broad¬ 
band via a phone line at 
each venue, and in 
Llantwit they had 
installed their own line. 

Saz said that the vol¬ 
unteers deliver most of 
the front line services, 
with paid staff provid¬ 
ing back-up and doing 
much of the case work.

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Denzel Washington and 
Tony Scott’s latest team-up 
truly is Unstoppable! 


F OR such a 

well-respected 
actor, Denzel 
Washington doesn’t 
half have a taste 
for action films: the 
Oscar-winner has 
found himself in 
more than his fair 
share over the last 
few years, balanc¬ 
ing it with more 
‘worthy’ outings; 

However, the actor is 
on ‘getting his hands 
dirty’ duty in his latest 
outing, and fifth with 
director Tony Scott, 
Unstoppable. 
Washington plays Frank, 
an experienced train 
engineer who must team 
up with the inexperi¬ 
enced Will (Chris Pine) 
when a half-mile long 
freight train carrying 
toxic waste loses control 
and threatens to wipe 
out those genre staples - 
a trainload of school- 
children and a city. Will 
Frank and Will be able 
to stop the train in time, 
or will the train truly be 
Unstoppable...! 

Let’s be honest - 
when Mark Bomback, 
the man who wrote 
Unstoppable, presented 
the film to the great and 
the good of the film stu¬ 
dios, more than one 
would surely have 
pointed out the similari¬ 
ty to - oh - at least half 
a dozen films, from 
Speed to Runaway 
Train. 


Just when you think 
the film would be head¬ 
ing down the straight-to- 
DVD path, a fate that 
every film starring 
Vinnie Jones seems to 
suffer, you get hit with 
the one-two punch of 
the film being directed 
by skilled action helmer 
Tony Scott, and starring 
Denzel Washington, a 
man who most people 
would pay to watch 
reading the Slovenian 
Phonebook. 

All of a sudden, what 
looked like a B-movie 
with no potential sud¬ 
denly becomes a film 
that has the heavy 
weight of Hollywood 
behind it - and that pret¬ 
ty much sums 
Unstoppable up. 

It is a B-movie with a 
top cast and director that 
simply takes a premise 
that clogs up the shelves 
of your local DVD store 
and gives it a veneer of 
class and polish you 
would expect from the 
talent involved. 

It’s also insanely 
gripping; from the 
moment train 777 leaves 
the railyard to the end, 
you will be on the edge 
of your seat wanting to 
see what happens next. 

True, Bomback puts 
the script through a deep 
soaking of cliche and 
genre type - witness the 
train full of schoolchild¬ 
ren, the race against 
time to stop the train 
destroying a city, and 
dialogue such as “there

is no such thing as luck 
in a train yard” - but it 
feels exciting and exhil¬ 
arating. 

With no real villain 
on show, the film does 
make a point about the 
selfish urges of big busi¬ 
nesses, putting stocks 
and shares above safety, 
but does it in such a way 
that it doesn’t moralise 
too much - the empha¬ 
sis is strictly on creating 
a thrill ride, and it is 
something that 
Bomback does very 
well. 

Certainly it doesn’t 
escape comparison with 
films of a similar ilk, 
but much like Jan De 
Bont took the paper thin 
premise of a bus having 
to travel over 50 miles 
per hour else the bomb 
on board will blow up, 
and turned it into a mas¬ 
terclass in bombastic 
tension, Tony Scott does 
the same thing here. 

The director is known 
primarily for his distinct 
visual style over his 
ability to manage narra¬ 
tive, and the sparse and 
simplistic story here 
means that Scott can 
concentrate on doing 
what he does best. 

The steely hues and 
fast cuts that identify his 
work are all present and 
correct, while he does a 
superb job of raising 
tension. Perhaps realis¬ 
ing that he is making, in 
essence, a monster 
movie, with the train as 
the monster, he gives 
just teasing, brief 
glimpses of the locomo¬ 
tive as it rumbles along. 

Certainly, there is no 
big reveal (after all, it is 
just a train), but much

like Spielberg did in 
Duel with the 18-wheel¬ 
er, Scott gives the train a 
personality of absolute 
menace, doing incredi¬ 
bly well to bring the 
inanimate object to life. 

The cast afford the 
film another sheen of 
class, particularly with 
Denzel Washington in 
the lead. The actor can 
do salt-of-the-earth, blue 
collar man in his sleep 
(as attested to by his last 
team-up with Scott, The 
Taking of Pelham 123 ) 
and he offers another 
variation on the theme 
this time round. This is 
not Washington at the 
top of his game by any 
means, but the perform¬ 
ance he serves up is 
loaded with gravitas and 
quality. Playing the griz¬ 
zled veteran certainly 
plays to type, with the 
actor giving a quality 
turn, and while hardly 
original, Washington 
sees the film through 
with a steadying per¬ 
formance. 

Alongside him, Chris 
Pine offers another qual¬ 
ity turn, playing the 
rookie to Washington’s 
veteran, and the mis¬ 
matched pair play well 
together, sharing a good 
partnership onscreen 
that gives the forced 
relationship a solid 
basis. 

Pine is obviously an 
actor heading for big 
things, given his role as 
Kirk in last year’s Star 
Trek reboot, and he 
offers a turn here that 
matches and comple¬ 
ments Washington well. 


With the under-rated 
Rosario Dawson deliv¬ 
ering a solid turn as the 
character in the control 
room telling everyone 
the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion and what to do, 
there is more than capa¬ 
ble support, albeit huge¬ 
ly slight, from the likes 
of Kevin Corrigan and 
Kevin Dunn, while Lew 
Temple’s Ned is the 
most colourful of the 
supporting players. 

Unstoppable’s main 
flaw is also, unsurpris¬ 
ingly, it main strength - 
and that is its simplicity. 
There is nothing here 
that is original nor par¬ 
ticularly complex - the 
film plays out as you 
would expect it to and 
there is little in the way 
of fresh twists or turns 
to get you thinking. 

But, when offered a 
generic film that sets out 
only to entertain, and 
achieves it with style 
and aplomb, where is 
the problem? As a 
result, Unstoppable is 
classy take on a familiar 
narrative - and makes 
for thoroughly exciting 
viewing! 

VERDICT -A 
thrilling ride down a 
well-worn genre, 
Unstoppable is elevated 
by director Tony Scott 
and its cast, with Denzel 
Washington, Chris Pine 
and Rosario Dawson 
giving decent turns in 
what would be in other 
hands a generic B- 
movie. 

Gripping from start to 
finish, this film truly is 
Unstoppable! Enjoyable.

THIS Saturday, 
December 4, will 
mark another stage 
in the meteoric rise 
of one Barry 
Comprehensive 
pupil - when he 
gains his first inter¬ 
national vest, in 
Glasgow. 

Back at the start of the 
year in January, the then 
year-9 Matthew Collins 
was dabbling with cross¬ 
country, competing for 
Cardiff & the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools in 
the under-15 race at the 
McCain Cardiff Cross 
Country Challenge at 
Blackweir. 

Later that month, he 
finished 14th in the dis¬ 
trict schools’ champi¬ 
onships, just missing out 
both on selection for the 
Welsh Schools’ National 
cross-country champi¬ 
onships at Brecon in 
February, and on his dis¬ 
trict cross-country 
colours. 

The start of the track 
and field season began an 
unbelievable, almost 
fairy-tale, upward rise. 
Initially, thinking himself 
an 800 metres runner, he 
concentrated on that dis¬ 
tance on the track, win¬ 
ning the Cardiff & Vale 
Schools under-15 event 
in May and going on to 
improve his best time not 
only at 800, but also at 
400 and 200. 

Bubbling away under 
the surface were talents 
in other events, and, 
thankfully, there were 


opportunities to discover 
them. 

In early May, he com¬ 
peted in the Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools combined events 
championships at 

Leckwith. For the year 8 
and 9 boys, the events are 
80m hurdles, long jump, 
high jump, shot and 800. 

Matthew finished 
fourth with a score of 
1,775 points, a perform¬ 
ance which earned him 
selection for the district 
at the Welsh Schools’ 
event at Newport at the 
end of June. At that 
event, on a sunny day at 
Newport, a fine set of 
performances in the same 
five events, finishing 
with a hugely encourag¬ 
ing 800, resulted in a new 
personal best of 2,191 
points - an improvement 
of more than 400 points. 

The huge bonus was a 
fifth place, which, with a 
third place from team¬ 
mate Lewis Ronicle 
(Cardiff High), brought 
an unexpected team gold 


medal for the Cardiff & 
the Vale duo. 

The top 12 competi¬ 
tors in the under-15 and 
under-17 sections at 
Newport were automati¬ 
cally invited to the Welsh 
Schools Indoor 

Combined Events, held 
at the National Indoor 
Athletics Centre recently. 

Having crossed the 
start of a new competi¬ 
tion year on October 1, 
all the athletes competed 
at under-16 and under- 
18, with the carrot being 
selection for the four ath¬ 
letic teams to represent 
Welsh Schools at the 
SIAB Indoor Combined 
Events International at 
Glasgow. 

For the indoor compe¬ 
titions, the girls do the 
standard three field 
events - long jump, high 
jump and shot - plus the 
800 (the last event), but 
the hurdles are all held 
over 60 metres. With one 
exception, the boys have 
the same events as the 
girls - and that one 


exception is the 200 
metres, which replaces 
the high jump. 

With all times being 
taken electronically, 
most competitors tend to 
find that their score 
improves. 

At NIAC, Matthew 
opened with relatively 
modest performances in 
the 60 hurdles (9.80) and 
long jump (5.30m) but 
astonished everyone, 
including himself, with a 
24.64 seconds clocking 
in the 200, a time only 
bettered on the day by 
Barry & Vale Harriers 
team-mate (and triple 
Welsh under-15 sprint 
champion) Tom Williams 
(Stanwell). 

At that stage, young 
Matthew was placed 
overall sixth on 1,657 
points, with Tom 
Williams and George 
Griffiths (Cowbridge) 
ahead of him. A modest 
9.47 metres effort in the 
penultimate event, the 
shot, dropped him down 
one place, and left him 
out of the final 800 
metres time-trial contain¬ 
ing the leading boys - 
but his four event score 
of 2,111 points was 
already within touching 
distance of his Newport 
score. 

Knowing that the top 
four might be selected 
for the Welsh Schools 
gave the Barry 
Comprehensive year-10 
a new incentive. He 
stormed round the four 
laps of the 200 metres lap 
track for a time of 
2:10.64, worth 590 
points - and what proved 
to be the fastest time of 
all the under-16 boys. 

As expected, the 
Dyfed duo of Aled Price 
(3,028) and David 
Omoregie (2,802) 
claimed the top two 
places, but Matthew’s 
2,701 points zoomed him 
up to third place, not only 
a medal position but also 
one which gained him 
selection for Glasgow. 

It also meant that he 
had improved his 
Leckwith score by nearly 
1,000 points, and may 
have given him an incen¬ 
tive to work on some of 


his ‘weaker’ events. 

Weather permitting - 
and that’s not guaranteed 

- he will be heading 
north to Glasgow this 
Friday on the team 
coach, and will gain his 
first Welsh Schools vest 
on Saturday. We wish 
him well. 

In that under-16 age 
group, Matthew was 
almost joined in the 
Glasgow team by Tom 
Williams, who finished 
fifth, only 30 points 
down on fourth spot, 
while year-9 George 
Griffiths (Cowbridge) 
gained valuable experi¬ 
ence in seventh place. 

In the equivalent girls’ 
section, another 

Cowbridge year-9, 
Annabel Curie, just 
missed out on a medal, 
finishing sixth.

OUNG Queen 
Elizabeth (happily 
the second, not 
the first!) had just 
ascended the throne 
when Wales last beat 
New Zealand, on 
December 19,1953 - all 
of 57 years ago in 
Cardiff. 

That was the still talked about 
day when burly flank forward 
Clem Thomas suddenly airlifted 
a cross-field kick from the left 
touchline that took everyone (on 
both sides) by surprise - except 
peerless wing Ken Jones, who 
snapped it up at the far end and 
raced over for a try that clinched 
the 13-8 win. 

It would prove to be only the 
third time in 27 meetings that 
the Dragon managed to clip the 
Kiwis’ feathers. Since then, it 
has been a story of unbroken 
dominance, and frequent 50- 
point hammerings for Wales. 

In fact, until last Saturday 
evening the overall points total 
read: New Zealand 764 -Wales 
235, so the omens were not 
good at the Millennium Stadium 
for a Welsh team trying to pick 
up the pieces after the previous 
week’s morale-dipping draw 
with lowly Fiji.

With ‘Bread of Heaven’ ring¬

It also seems that pride 
has been restored after the Fiji 
farce, with no lasting damage 
done to the squad psyche from 
an autumn series that neverthe¬ 
less ended: played four, lost 


three, drawn one (and that 
against a team Italy despatched 
24-16 at the weekend). 

Realistically, in terms of the 
Rugby World Cup next year, if 
the Welsh camp were looking to 
“see where we are” in taking on 
teams from the southern hemi¬ 
sphere they will face again 
Down Under, the answer is that 
despite the undoubted strides 
that have been made in the last 
five years or so, the team is still 
very much a work in progress. 

Too many errors are still being 
made at vital moments and too 
many half chances lost that 
make the crucial difference 
between success and failure in 
tight games at this level. 

The harsh fact is that battling 
defeats are all very well, we 
have had plenty of those over 
the years, but as one Welsh 
player commented after the 
game: “We would have pre¬ 
ferred to have played poorly and 
won because we are desperate 
for a win.” 

That really says it all, for 
implicit in this is the acceptance 
that Wales still lack the hard 
mental edge that gives southern 
hemisphere sides the killer ‘x- 
factor’ and without which con¬ 
sistent, long-term success is 
unlikely to be achieved.
